GUARANTEE — All bulls sold in this sale are guaran- 
teed to be breeders irrespective of the age at the 
time of purchase. A provision of the Lynnwood guar- 
antee is that no bull shall be allowed to serve when 
under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the 
herd when under 20 months of age. Notice of failure 
of a bull to breed must be given to the management 
of Lynnwood Farm at the earliest possible date. 
When a bull fails to comply with the above guaran- 
tee, Lynnwood Farm will have the option of substi- 
tuting a bull of equal value to the satisfaction of the 
purchaser, or of having the animal returned for a 
trial period not to exceed six months. The expense 
of freight in such case is to be paid by the seller.
